Fiske O'Hara is an Irishman, but he 


often has made for himself a venison 
pnsty. although 
this preparation has 


been dear to the stomach of the English- 
man since the. days when Friar Tuck 
feasted the disguised Coeur de Lion up- 
on it in the depths of Sherwood forest. 
This dish, not well known in this coun- 
try, is made this way: 


Cut some raw venison from the hones 


and make a stock in. which a shallot, 
pepper, salt, nutmeg, sweet herbs and 
two small onions are boiled. From the 
haunch of the venison cut pieces of meat 
into squares an inch long and cook in 
a saucepan until three-quarters done. 
Line a deep pan with puff paste made as 
follows: 
One and one-half pounds of 


flour, 12 ounces of butter, yolks of 3 
eggs and l/3 teaspoonful of 'salt. 
Dry 


and sift the flour and cut in half the 
butter with a knife or chopper until 
the whole is fine and yellow, salt and 
work up with ice water, lastly adding 
the yolks beaten very light, handling as 
little as possible. Roll out very thin, 
spread with a third of the remainder of 
the butter: fold and spread, with but- 
ter twice more. Into this pan put, the 
squares of venison and half a cup of the 
liquor in which the meat was stewed. 
Cover with a lid of the prepared pasty 
an inch thick; cut a. round hole in the 
middle and insert a cylinder of stiff 
writing paper. 
Bake steadily for two 


hours, then pour through the hole the 
gravy which has been made from the 
stock with a tablespoon of butter, a 
glass of port wine, the juice of a lemon 
and some hrowned flour to thicken. Pour 
in through a small funnel as much as 
the pie will hold. Brush the crust over 
with beaten egg, put hack in the oven 
and bake one-half hour.

Mr. Copp first hands the patient a

ny doctors for testing eyes, und then in 
tlie soft light of the study, which is sift- 
ed down through the 
tinted 
window 


panes of the room, asks his caller to 
look at the card steadily for about leu 
seconds. 
Tbis is done, the rector ex- 


plained, for one, and one reason only— 
to get the person who is seeking aid to 
stop for the moment thinking of him- 
self and begin to let his mind work in 
a normal way. 


He then tries to get the person to tell 


his story, and in that small, quiet study 
the kindly man listens—listens till the 
story is all told—then makes them patient 
iook on the brighter side of life, tells 
him some other story that is much 
worse than his and then sends him out 
into the life that he thought useless with 
new ambitions, brighter hopes and the 
desire to live and make something out of 
the life that a few minutes before he 
did not think was worth living.

Great Britain and the United States will 


'lash again In naval conflict next year— 
when Sir Thomas Lipton comes across tho 
Atlantic with Shamrock IV to win the 
America's cup. which he has failed to do 
upon three occasions. 


The 19M contest will be between com- 


mon sense, modern racing yachts of ap- 
proximately 75 feet water line length. 
J hat Is, they will measure not more than 


1 5 feet at the surface, in racing trim. 


In the past the racers were limited to 


90 feet water line length. 
The designer 


could build his craft as wide as he wished. 
ao deep as he 'desired and pile as much 
canvas upon the hull as he saw fit. 


During the past thirty years eight races 


have been sailed for the cup. And now, 
waiting eleven years, Upton Is returning 
for another try.

Reliance, on a water line length of Si) 
feet 8 inches, measured on deck 145 feet

feet beam and 2n feet draught. A cross 
section of the hull resembled a shallow 
champagne glass with a flat floor and hard 
hlgles carried well into bow and 
stern 


sections. The result was that Relance' im- 
mersed fully 105 feet when heeling at 20 
degrees, giving her a tremendous advan- 
tage in windward work.
